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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  (i)  WATER: 

The  Council’s  water  schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the  southern  area 
of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and  lack  of 
carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each  scheme  to 
reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Kildale  village  is  supplied  by  local  springs,  collected,  treated  and  distributed  by  the 
Council. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow  and 
coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from  Mere  Beck 
springs,  Faceby. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  feed  a  reservoir  at  Harfo  Bank,  known  as 
Scugdale  supply. 

There  is  a  controlled  link  to  these  two  supplies  between  Potto  village  and  Potto  Hall  and 
either  one,  or  both,  can  feed  a  high-level  water  tower  (50,000  gallon  capacity)  at  Campion 
Lane,  Hutton  Rudby,  and  in  an  effort  to  maintain  the  level  in  this  tower,  the  Council’s  mains 
are  connected  to  those  of  Northallerton  and  District  Water  Board. 

Supplies  to  Castleleavington,  Kirkleavington,  Low  and  High  Worsall,  are  augmented  by 
taking  a  bulk  supply  from  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  main  at  High  Leven. 

The  scheme  to  provide  a  new  service  reservoir  at  Ober  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby  (adjacent 
to  the  high-level  water  tower)  and  supply  this  from  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  mains,  was 
completed  during  the  year. 

Battersby  Junction 

A  new  branch  main  was  laid  to  serve  this  area.

The  Council  continued  to  pay  grants  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  to  W.C.  of  half 
the  cost  up  to  a  maximum  of  £ 25 .

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Council  continue  to  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  and 
normally  maintained  a  weekly  collection  from  all  dwelling  houses  except  those  in  remote 
isolated  positions,  particularly  farm  houses. 

Five  Karrier  18  cubic  yard  “Fore  and  Aft”  tipping  vehicles  are  used  with  a  staff  of  24 
men.  A  sixth  vehicle  is  held  in  reserve. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Quarry  at  Rye  Hill,  Great  Ayton,  was  used  as  a  refuse  tip  during  the  year  and  every 
effort  was  made  with  the  available  labour  and  equipment  to  prevent  any  nuisance. 

However,  even  with  a  full-time  attendant  and  Bristol  tractor,  considerable  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  trying  to  control  this  tip,  particularly  with  regard  to  fire. 

A  Quarry  at  Aireyholme,  Great  Ayton,  is  leased  as  a  refuse  tip  but  has  not  yet  been  used.

Special  collections  of  refuse  from  shops  (at  the  trader’s  request)  were  continued,  and  a 
charge  of  1  /-  per  bin  (or  equivalent)  is  made.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  : 


The  Council  continue  to  lease  six  slaughterhouses  (one  at  each  of  the  following  villages) : 
Stokesley,  Great  Ayton,  Marton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Hutton  Rudby  and  Ingleby  Arncliffe, 
and  operate  them  as  public  slaughterhouses. 


MEAT  INSPECTION: 

With  Marton  slaughterhouse  in  operation  for  the  whole  year,  the  figures  for  meat  in¬ 
spection  in  the  area  increased  by  45%  and  to  achieve  100%  inspection,  one  Inspector  had  to 
stay  at  the  Marton  premises  for  the  whole  time  that  slaughtering  was  carried  out.  As  one 
might  expect,  the  quantity  of  condemned  meat  and  offal  shows  a  considerable  increase  from 
previous  years  and  amounted  to  over  20  tons. 

The  Inspectors  continued  to  meet  the  essential  requirements  of  individual  butchers  by 
working  outside  normal  working  hours,  particularly  on  Saturdays  and  Bank  Holidays.  As  one 
Inspector  is  required  whole-time  at  Marton,  this  meant  that  another  had  to  be  available  at 
such  times  to  cater  for  other  premises.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  continued  to 
receive  consideration  and  full  co-operation  from  the  Trade  and  particularly  to  Teesside 
Wholesale  Meat  Co.,  who  deal  with  the  bulk  of  the  meat  from  our  area. 

Fees  for  inspection  and  marking  continued  at  the  rate  of  2/6d.  per  head  of  cattle,  9d.  for 
pigs  and  6d.  for  sheep,  and  for  the  year’s  “kill”,  your  Inspectors  collected  approximately 
£2,450.
